One of the proposed am end­ 
ments to the State Constitution 
which is to be voted on August 
28 will be to change the term of 
office of county and precinct of­ 
ficials to four years instead of 
two. If the am endm ent carries, 
there would be no county election 
in 1928. but all the present offi­ 
cers would hold over until 1940. 


The proposed amendment as 
passed by the House which yet 
has to get the approval of the 
Senate, does not change the two 
year term for State officers. 


In its present form, the county 
would not save the expenses of 
holding elections every two years, 
as there would be the State pri­ 
mary and the general election in 
the fall, the expenses of which 
are paid by the county. The Sen­ 
ate will likely make an effort to 
include State officers in the four 
year term provision. 


The County Superintendent is 
now the only county official elect­ 
ed for a four year term.

K survey of poultry conditions existing throughout the United States 
has just been completed by the Texas Baby Chick Association. Because 
of drought conditions and correspondingly high feed prices, flocks have 
been greatly reduced. For this same reason poultry raisers have failed to 
rebuild their flocks to the normal level either by hatching or through 


purchases of baby chicks. 


It is pretty well 
established th a t the 
hatcheries of the 
United 
States, op to this tim e, have not done fifty per cent of their normal 


business- 


Unless this situation is immeditely changed, egg prices will reach a 


prohibitive figure this fall. 


At its best it will be Impossible for the hatchery industry to produce 
anyw here near a usual supply of chicks during the balance of the season. 
Because of poor demands, hatcheries throughout the country have reduc­ 
ed their settings from 10 to «0 per cent and m any of them have alre 
> 


closed down for the year. 


It is an established fact that the equivalent of th e entire 
population of the United S tates m ust be replaced every two years. Thus 


m eans th a t 50 per cent of th a t vast num ber of chickens .n 
m ust be raised each year. Therefore, it does not take a m athem atician 
to figure out what th e results will be unless the present trend is changed.
